COTTONSEED  AND  COTTONSEED  PRODUCTS 

SEASON  OF  1946-1947 


Cottonseed  crushinf:3  at  oil  aills  in  the  United  States  for  the  season  ending  c'uly  31,  19i.7 
were  the  lowest  on  record  since  the  season  ending  July  1922,  according  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Cof^ncrce.  The  quantity  crushed  -,  iring  the  19i6-/.7  season  was  reported  at  3,0^,590 
tons,  corapar*=d  with  3,^61,915  tons  for  the  previous  season  and  3,007,717  tons  for  1921-22  season. 
The  average  crush  for  the  past  ten  seasons  was  ;«,2/4l,000  tons.  The  record  low  crushings  for  the 
past  two  seasons  reflect  the  correspondingly   snail  cotton  crops   of  19^*5  and   19i»6. 

Production  of  crude  cottonseed  oil  amounted  to  973  million  pounds,  U  percent  less  than  the 
1,018  million  pounds  reporte(^  for  the  previous  season.  Stocks  of  crude  oil  reported  held  during 
the  season  were  generally  lower  than  those  held  during  the  past  several  seasons,  the  "carry-over" 
on  July  31,   19A7  amounting  to  only  15  million  pounds. 

Refined  cottonseed  oil  production  during  19A6-/j7  totaled  912  million  pounds,  U  percent  less 
than  the  952  million  pounds  produced  during  19/.5-^6,  Stocks  at  the  end  of  the  season,  July  31,  19A7, 
amounted  to  171  million  pounds,  35  percent  less  than  the  263  million  pounds  reported  held  at  the 
end  of  the   previous  season. 

This  release  sumriarizes  revised  statistics  comparable  to  those  shown  in  preliminary  form  in 
the  monthly  reports  Pacts  for  Industry  Series  1117-^,  "Cottonseed  and  Cottonseed  Products"  and 
Series  lfl.7-3,  "Cottonseed  Products:  Production  and  Stocks  at  Oil  iiills."  In  addition,  data  are 
shown  relating  to  (1)  the  number  of  establishments,  (2)  average  yield  of  the  various  products, 
(3)  gross  and  net  bale  weight  of  linters  produced,  and  (i»)  imports  and  exports.  The  statistics 
relate  to  the  12  months  ending  July  31-,  representing  the  cottonseed  crushing  seasons,  and  show 
data  for  the  19/»6-A7  season  with  comparable  data  for  19/*5-'»6> 

Three  major  schedules  were  used  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  in  the  collection  of  the  data: 
(1)  Form  U17A,  "Cottonseed  and  Cottonseed  Products,  Monthly  Report  of  Mill  Operations;"  (2)  Form 
U173,  "Cottonseed  Oil,  Report  of  Refinery  and  Consumer  Operations;"  and  (3)  Form  U17C,  "Cottonseed 
Oil,  Mbnthly  Report  of  Stocks  Held  at  Warehouses."  These  three  classes  of  respondents  (oil  mills, 
refineries  and  consumers,  and  warehouses)  are  canvassed  each  month.  The  preliminary  statistics 
compiled  from  these  reports  are  published  on  approximately  the  12th  of  the  following  month,  more 
detailed  information  for  the  season  being  released  in  annual  bulletin  form  as  soon  as  possible 
af.fcer  the  close  of  the  season.  The  data  were  collected  in  conformity  with  the  Act  of  Congress 
approved  August  7,  1916.  On  July  25,  19U1 ,  Public  Law  2i*3  ^as  enacted  by  the  80th  Congress,  ex- 
tending the  legal  requirements   for  the   collection  of  these  data. 

Reports  were  obtained  from  all  cottonseed  oil  mills,  and  the  data  relating  to  their  operations 
represent  complete  coverage  for  the  cottonseed  crushing  industry.  Complete  coverage  is  also  main- 
tained for  cottonseed  oil  refineries.  Stocks  of  refined  cottonseed  oil,  however,  exclude  quanti- 
ties held  by  a  number  of  small,  occasional  consumers.  The  total  quantity  held  by  these  establish- 
ments accounts  for  but  a  small  part  of  the  total  stocks,  and  has  no  significant  effect  on  the 
statistics. 

Data  on  the  consumption,  by  use,  of  crude  and  refined  cottonseed  oil  are  included  in  the 
quarterly  Facts  for  Industry  Series  U17-2,  "Factory  Consumption  of  Animal  and  Vegetable  Fats  and 
Oils,  by  Uses."  In  addition,  comparable  consumption  data  for  the  calendar  years,  19A2-46,  by 
quarters,  are   shewn  in  Facts  for  Industry     Series  U17-7-06,    "Anijnal  and  Vegetable     Fats  and  Oils." 
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Data  on  cotton  production,  consumption,  stocks,  imports  and  exports,  cotton  spindles  and 
spindle  activity  will  be  shown  in  Bulletin  184,  Cotton  Production  and  Distribution,  Season  of  19A6- 
Ul ,    to   be    putlisned  in    the   near    future  as  nentioned  before. 

•  Cottonseed  Oil  Mills — There  were  3i»b  nills  in  the  United  States  which  crushed  cottonseed 
during  the  y^ar  ending  July  31,  19/^7,  compared  with  360  in  19A6.  In  addition,  there  were  /*2  mills 
with  the  necessary  eciuipnent  which  did  not  crush  cottonseed  during  the  past  season.  The  active 
mills  are  classified  in  table  1   by  States  and  according  to  the  (quantity  of  seed  crushed. 

Table  2  presents  data  on  the  quantities  of  cottonseed  produced  and  ci^ished,  and  -,uantities  of 
crude  products   produced  at  millo    for   the   year   ending  July   31,   19^7. 

Information  relating  to  cottonseed  oil  mill  operations  in  the  United  States,  including  data  on 
seed  received,  crushed,  and  on  hand;  and  production,  net  shipments,  and  stocks  of  the  major  products, 
for  the  past  two  seasons  are  shown  in  table  3.  The  (quantities  of  products  shown  as  "Net  Shipped" 
represent  tb";  total  of  ill  shipnents  reported  by  the  nills,  niinus  total  receipts  of  such  products. 
The  products  received  represent  duplication,  being  reported  as  production  and  shipments  by  the 
mills  from  which  received.  The  4uantities  of  cake  and  meal  used  in  feed,  and  hulls  used  in  hull 
fiber,  etc.  are  al.'^o  included  in  "Net  Shipped,"  eventually  leaving  the  mills  in  the  form  of  other 
products. 

•  Yield  of  Products  per  Ton  of  Seed  Crushed-Table  /*,  computed  from  the  actual  quantities 
reported,  shows,  by  States,  the  production  of  the  raa.lor  products  per  ton  of  seed  crushed  for  the 
last  two  seasons.  The  average  quantities  of  the  several  products  that  are  obtained  from  a  given 
quantity  of  cottonseed  depend  upon  the  variety  and  condition  of  the  seed  and  the  climatic  condi- 
tions during  the  growing  and  harvesting  seasons,  as  well  as  upon  the  efficiency  of  the  mill. 
Therefore,  considerable  variation  may  be  observed  in  the  data  frora  year  to  year,  both  in  the  total 
yield  and  in  the  proportionate  amounts  of  the  various   products   obtained. 

•  Production  of  Cottonseed  Fibers — The  total  production  of  llnters  at  oil  mills  in  the 
United  States  is  given  in  tables  2,  3,  and  5.  The  statistics  presented  relate  to  oil  mill  opera- 
tions only  and  do  not  include  the  relatively  snail  quantities  of  linters  obtained  from  planting 
seed  at  gins  and  otiier  delinting  plants.  Production  at  gins  and  other  delinting  plants,  for  the 
seasons  ending  July  31,  19/*t)  and  19i>7,  anounted  to  U,blO  and  4,977  running  bales,  average  gross 
weight  .60(3.8  and  607.1  pounds,  respectively. 

The  production  of  hull  fiber  in  the  United  States  was  19,165  and  17,208  equivalent  500-pound 
gross  bales,  respectively,  for  1947  and  1946.  The  production  of  motes,  grabbots,  etc.,  for  the 
same  years  was  39,303  and  42,914   equivalent   500-pound  bales. 

Table  5  presents  statistics  on  the  average  gross  bale  weight  of  lintere  produced  at  oil  mills, 
and  equivalent  500-poand  bales,  gross  and  net  weight,  by  States,  for  the  seasons  ending  July  31» 
1946  and  1947.  The  average  gross  weights,  for  the  United  States,  by  type  of  cut,  not  shown  in  the 
table,  are:  First  cut  -  1947,  601.1;  1946,  606.0;  second  cut  -  1947,  623.8;  1946,  630.6;  mill 
run  -  1947,   612.8;    1946,   608.1. 

•  Refining  and  Stocks  of  Cottonseed  Oil — Table  6  provides  data  for  refineries  and  consum- 
ing establishments,  showing  crude  oil,  including  foreign,  used  in  refining  and  otherwise,  and  re- 
fined oil  produced  during  each  month.  There  were  64  refineries  in  the  United  States  which  pro- 
duced refined  cottonseed  oil  during  the  year  ending  July  31,   1947. 

Table  7  shews  the  quantities  of  crude  and  refined  oil  held  at  cottonseed  oil  mills,  at  refin- 
eries and  consuming  establishments,    in  transit  and  in  storage,   at  the  end  of  each  month. 

%  Exports  and  Imports- The  statistics  on  exports  and  imports,  shown  in  table  8,  represent 
revised  figures  and  have  been  compiled  from  the  records  of  the  Foreign  Trade  Division  of  the  Bureau 
of  the   Census.

In  all  eases  where  producers  were  eliminated  the  monthly  pro- 
duction and  stocks  data  were  affected  by  less  than  one  percent.  The 
elimination  of  consumers,  in  most  cases,  likewise  did  not  affect  the 
consumption  and  stocks  data  by  more  than  that  amount,  ttr   those  items 
affected  by  more  than  one  percent  the  figures  were  adjusted  to  an 
estimated  100  percent,  based  on  records  o.f  past  operations  of  those 
plants.

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CHANGE  IN  REPORTING  PROCEDURE  FOR  FATS  AND  OILS 


Beginning  with  July  1949  approximately  1,000  producers  and 
consumers  of  inconsequential  quantities  of  fats  and  oils  were  re- 
lieved from  filing  monthly  reports.  These  companies  will,  how- 
ever, be  required  to  file  this  information  annually. 

In  all  cases  where  producers  were  eliminated  the  monthly 
production  and  stocks  data  were  affected  by  less  than  one  percent. 
The  elimination  of  consumers,  in  most  cases,  likewise  did  not 
affect  the  consumption  and  stocks  data  by  more  than  that  amount. 
For  those  items  affected  by  more  than  one  percent  the  figures 
were  adjusted  to  an  estimated  100  percent,  based  on  records  of 
past  operations  of  those  plants. 


Statistics  will  be  published  at  the  end  of  each  year  combin- 
ing the  data  reported  each  month  in  the  survey  with  those  for  the 
1,000  firms  required  to  report  annually.

TIMING  OF  RELEASE  OF  FATS  AND  OILS  STATISTICS 

Dxiring  the  past  three  months  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  has 
advanced  the  release  date  of  the  fats  and  oils  report  approximately 
three  weeks.  This  was  made  possible  through  changes  in  reporting 
and  tabulation  procedures  and  through  an  intensive  follow-up  of 
major  companies  in  the  industry  to  obtain  their  reports  more 
promptly  than  in  the  past.  To  conform  approximately  to  this  time 
schedule  in  the  future,  reports  must  be  filed  on  or  about  the  date 
specified  on  the  reporting  form— "Not  later  than  the  10th  of  the 
month  following  the  month  reported."  Because  of  the  increasing 
interest  shown  in  this  important  market  information,  it  is  hoped 
that  every  effort  will  be  made  by  the  companies  submitting  fats  and 
oils  reports  to  file  their  data  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of 
the  month's  operations.  If  any  producers  or  consumers  have  any 
reporting  problems  we  shall  be  glad  to  assist  them  in  any  way 
possible.
